SANITARY BOARD. 


A mecting o£ the Sanitary Board waa 
held yestorday: Mr, D, W. Tratman 
(Presidertg?ecupied the chair, and there 
were ‘also present: Hon, Mr. W.. Chat- 
ham, (.M.G, (Vico-President), Col. 
Irwin, Messrs, W. L. Carter, FP. B. L. 
Rowley, Ng Hon Tsz, Chan Kai Ming, 
Dr. Clark (Principal Mediea! Officer), 
and Dr. Pearse. (Medical Officer of 
Health). 

Dr. Clark acted as Secretary in the ab- 
gence of Mr. Bowen Rowlands. . 

PORFULAM CATCHMENT AREA. 

A letter was read from the Governmont, 
as follows:~*‘-Sir,—I am directed to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the ‘7th November, transmitting a resolu- 
tion adopted at a meeting of the Board, 
held on the Sth of November, and .in 
reply to state that the Govornment have 
. every confidence that the Director of 

Public Works, who is also the Water 

‘Authority, will go control the issue cf 

permits to take building material. and 

turf from the Pokfulam catchment area 

that a pollution: of the Water supply 

drawn from the Pokfulam Reservoir will 

not occur. In the circumstance the Gov- 

ernment do not consider it necessary that 

applications for such permits should be 
’ referred to the Governor-in-Council.” 

Mr. Bowtry minuted~—I suggest that 
the Government be asked to inform the 
’ Board when. any new. permit is issued 

~ and whon any old permit is roneweéd, 
giving particulats of: locality and condi- 
tions so thas members may have an op- 
portunity. of inspection. 

Dr, Fitzwttttams minuted—The Hon. 
Director: of Public. Works . states .that.he 
is unable to see how the -insne -of such 
permits can endanger the supply 
(97-12), and this alter the last sentence cf 
tho Head of the Sanitary Department's 
minute of 30-8-12, and my minute of 
19-0-12, results in an official Jetter of con- 
fidence of 18-12-12 and a statement of 
His Excellency positively, declaring that! 
the danger .is infinitesimal’ (5-9-12), It} 
must therefore’ be my duty to record my j 
disagreement. —=' ' 

Mr. Bowtey said. the’ letter from 
Government states that the Government 
had every confidence that the Director vf} 
Public Works,‘ who was also the Water

Permits that pollition would not occur. | 
He thought the Board would rather put! 
it that. because the Water Authority was 
_ also Director of Public Works the Board 
had not the same confidence in the com- 
bined official as the Government; judging 
fromthe way’ in which this gentleman | 
combining in one person the offices of}

‘Authority and Water Authority, issued 
the pormits for the taking of building 
_ Material and the depositing of rubbish 
. Within the Pokfulum catchment area. 
He thought ‘the Board would agree that 
if this official were the Water Authority 
only. he would certainly not issue any of 


these permits, and that it was. the fact | 


of hig holding the position of Director 
-of Public Works and Building Authority 
which led bim to go against what’ he 
«ould imagine would be his judgment 
were he solely thy Water Authority. It 


showed almost invariably that the water 
was inferior to Tytam, and-that Tytam 
was inferior. to tho Kowloon - supply. 
The bacteriological examinations - which 
used’ to: take placo had‘ apparently been 
discontinued, or else the. reports of the 
Bactericlogist: were withheld from the 


‘Board. The risk of contamination was 


greater in a tropical country than in a 
temperate country like London, and the 
tropical country could not afford to run 
unnecessary risks. He proceeded to 
Largue that there would be ro great hard- 
ship and no great inconvenience by 
prohibiting building material to bo. taken 
"from there or allowing rubbish to be 
deposited there, and said there awere 
other areay which could be used for these 
purposes. No one had any right to com- 
plain ‘if those. permits were withdrawn, 
and the only inconvenience that would 
result if the permits were not issued was 
that contractors. would have to go else- 
where. There was not much danger of 
building material being taken surrepti- 
tiously, as in ordinary weather the whole 
of Pokfulum was exposed to view from 
numerous roada, There was tho police 
station at the head of the valley, there 
was .another further. down, two land 
Lofficers had their houses overlooking the 
Valley, the principal land surveyor lived 
in a house which overlooked it, and the 
Deputy Building Authority also. Coolies 
did not usually carry away building 
material or red eanth in the night time, 
and now that the Peak burglar was more 
or less safely confined within. the limits 
of Victoria Gaol the Peak policcman 
might enjoy his well-earned night’s rest 
and be able to sce during the day time 
whether coolies were trespassing in ‘the 


Valley and removing carth and stone. OF 


course it was possible that the Peak 
burglar might be. able to pick his way 
through an eighteen inch wall undor ‘the 
supervision of the: Water Anthority in 
one of hia capacities, but until he did 
‘tha, it scemed ‘to him that the police, tho 
Public Works Department, and the Water 
Authority should be able to. see that no 
surreptitious use of the Valley was made. 
He then proposed the following resolu- 


{ tion:—That this’ Board desires to place 


on record its dissent from ‘the policy of 
the Government. in sanctioning the issue 
of unnecessary permits which increase 


the risk of contamination of the Pok- ‘Slory for the complete surrender of the 


‘fulam water supply. : 
Mr. Canver seconded, in the absence of 
Dr. Firzwituiams who had ‘intended 
‘seconding the resolution, Some years ago 
a number of soldiers encamped without 
permission .in the catchment. area and 


were promptly ejected. If he applied for 
‘Permission to eneamp within the Pokfu- 


‘lam area wotld’ that © permission “be 
granted? Tt seemed to him that the two 
things were the same; It reniinded kim 
of a certain officer who declared that 
there were two kinds of sense—Common 
sense and Royal Engineers’ sense. It ap- 
‘peared to him that the sense of the Public 
Works Department was like R.E. sense. 

Hon. Mr, Cnataam said he did not 
think he vould add a great deal to what 
he bad already said on the subject which 
had been before the Board over and over 
again. He refuted Mr. Bowley’s state-: 
ments that material could be obtained 


wis all very well for the Government to 
say that the risk. of contamination’: was 
infinitesmal, but if it was possible to 
avoid all-risk altogether why should it be 
incurred unnecessarily. It-was suggested 
in some minules attached to those papers 
that because the London water supply 
‘was drawn from areas which were liable 
to pollution, therefore the Hongkong 
supply might be drawn from areas liable 


to pollntion. That argument, he thought, 


would not appeal to the Board The 
London water supply was ‘drawn largely 
drom the Thames Valley, which was liable 
¢o pollution. It was almost. impossible 
to prevent pollution in the Thames 
Valley, because that valley contained a 
Jargo number of towns and villages, and; 
its areca was enormous compared with the 
Pokfulum valley. The Thames Valley 
‘was nob crown land and was vot under 
the control of the London Water Board, 
and therefore the London Water Board 
had to do the best it could in the circums- 
. tances. with the materialy at its disposal: 
“It was. necessary at presént for Hong- 
kong to obtain water from the Pokfulum 
valley, but that area was a very smail one 
comparatively, containing no towns nor 
villages, I¢ was exelusively crown land 
and the Government had absolute power 
. over the greater part of it, The Govern- | 
ment might by diverting o highway close 
ho—vholo—valley-té—the—public;—Thore~ 


~——~“fore, it seemed” to “hit: that tho comi- 


parison . between the Thames Valley 
and the. Pokfulum valley failed. There 
was the further sct of circumstances 
. that the “water supply from the 
Thames Valley was subject to the most 
elaborate precautions by way of pre- 


iin we _—_ Cipitation,_aeration,storage.and_filtra-_ 


tion, and it was also examined frequently 
by leading. experts chemically and 
bactefagically, © Pokfulum water sup- 
ply “halt been’ proved insufficient as to 
length of time for storage and filtration, 
and tha bacteriological ‘and chemical 
enalysoy Mt the Pokfalum water -supply 

hich wero circulated to the Board 


the catchment area at slightly less ex- 
pense. Proceeding, he said they had to 
deal with a place. as it existed. No one 
would advocate building in a drainage 
area, whilst it was being used as ‘a source 
of a water supply, but the fact remained 
that this area had been built over to o 
considerable extent and it would mean 
considerable expense and great hardship 
to resume that area and restore it to its 
origina] condition. When ho came to 
Hongkong many years ago the Peak 
Hote! and the Mount Austin Hotel were

were at work there, and ‘immense quat- 
tities of earth and other material were 
pane deposited within the drainage area. 
Tf the condition of affairs then existing 
were contrasted with thoso obtaining to- 
day it would bo seen that any disturbance 
which took place was infinitely ‘less.

Board could point to any epidemic that 
had resulted from -the use of tho Pokfu- 
lam water supply. - Mr, Bowley stated 
that it was relatively less pure than 
Tytam or Kowloon, @ut the fact remained 
thah it was “a water supply of great 
purity. He did not think i¢ was neces- 
sary to reply to the question of Mr. Car- 
ter, The suggestion which it contained 
was rather foolish. 


Colonel Inwin took it that the Sanitary

ON GORDON AND THE REBELLION. 


(FROM THE LONDON ‘‘OBSERVER.’’] 


Writing while the guest of the German} b 


Government, Li Hung Chang refers at} 
length once more to General Gordon, the 
English conimander of the ‘‘ Ever- 
Victorious Army,’’ which he employed so. 
successfully in! putting down the Taiping 
rebellion in 1863 :— ‘ 

“The English will want to know. just 
what caused the trouble between General 
Gordon and myself, and I will have. to 
tell them that I was not at all jealous of 
him, as has been, charged so many times. 
Why should 1-bé? He was directly under 
my orders, and nothing pleased me better 
than to see him win'so many battles with 
the ‘ Ever-Yictorious Army’ and drive 
the Wangs [leaders of the Taipings] into 
Soochow. 5 ; 

**Gordun .was not vver-anxious for the 
end of the rebellion, and I knew that he 
had secretly memorialised the Throne to 
make him General-in-Chief of all the 
armies of China, .including those of ‘the 
different viceroys. He did not know that 
nu person had power to grant him such 
unlimited suthority, and his foreign 
pride made him think, he was above 
myself in power. He made mistakes, and 
many of them, but: T overlooked them all, 
thinking only of the great good he had 
rendered the country. 

‘Hig final mistake, however, I could 
not, overlook, and my memorial to the 
Throne was the cause of his dismissal 
furever from the service of China. 

A “GRIEVOUS MISTAKE,” 3 

“This grievous mistake of his was the 
accusation that I had treacherously 
eoused the murder of the Wangs upon my 
own burge.. The very truth of this matter 
is here written for the second time; the 
first time was in my report to the Grand 
Cuuncil at. the Northern Capital, made 
in the year 1866, just before ] myself took. 
the field against the Shantung rebels." 

“‘General Mow Wang. told the other 
Wangs at Soochow. that he would not 
surrender to the Imperial forces, but 
would continue fighting for ten years. 
He was killed upon this, statement, and 
Chung Wang sent word to me that he 
‘intended. to surrender. 
‘informed my vwn Jieutenant, General 
Ching ; and Chung Wang and cight other 
Generals, with their men, surrendered. 
‘We were most friendly disposed when. the 
‘fighting was all over, and it was myself 
who proposed that we have a. feast in 
celebration. To this Chung Wang, Lab 
Wang and General Ching quickly assent- 
ed, and soon the banquet, was set on board 
‘my private boat. 

«In the meantime General Gordon, who 
thought he had not been accorded full

Taipings, moved the ‘Ever-Victorious 

Army” away from Soochow to its old 

headquarters at’ Quinsan. This was 

against my orders, and also against the. 

counse] of General Ching, but Gordon 

claimed there was a large amount of pay; 
due him’and‘his men. This was true, but 

‘it was also true that he had not been 

promised and should not have expected 

pay. until the Soochow army had sur- 

rendered.’ He was feeling il] and was 

waiting for replies to his memorials sent 

to the Throne. His last memorial, as I 

knew through See Lund H’en, who wrote] 
it, was very much against me. 

THE END OP THE BANQUET, 

‘When the banquet was set and we 
were .in the -midst of our joyouaness 
report was hrought me that two large 
boats had pulled out from the shore and 
were coming directly to my boat.

Though the resistance had been stub- 
born, notably among the Wangs and tho 
Tiench Wangs, or minor chiefs; and the 
peril constant and great, the unique 
spectacle of a great alien captain, un- 
armed, ‘leading -his men with one hand. 
entiv laid on their shoulder . into ‘the 
Dae his ‘other. waving a ¢ane or 
“ magic wand,’? to point the, way, amidst 
the shower of shot, stinkpots, and_shell,, 
had: produced an immeasurable spirit of 
superstitious awe among the foe. ‘ 
The fail-of Soochow, the key to final 
triumph, was imminent, With ‘ts cap- 
ture the backbone of the great rebellion 
would be broken. A Venice, rearing its 
strength in the midst of fresh water 
canals, and guarded by huge ditches and 
almost impassable moats, its impregnable 
aspect might well have baffled the cour- 
age and ingenuity of the bravest and 
mos; adroit captain to snatch that strong. 
héld from the rebele with little or no 
slaughter, to end the great conflict and 
restore peace to the innocent victims of 


.a horde of pseudo-Christian marauders— 


such “was ‘the policy of Gordon “ashe ap-- 


s proached ond parleyed with the self- 


a rebel: kings. iy 
With that quick ‘and sure insight of 
his, he had picked ous, the most promising 
and sane of that insensate gang, one Nar 
ang, whom he mentions in a hurried 
letter home as a “very good Wang, and 
véry far superior to any of the Imperial- 
ists I have met,” and in November, 1863, 
accompanied by General Ching, Li Hung 
Chang’s Imperjalist lieutenant and re- 
presentative,-a° compact was made with 
the chief Wangs and thirty-five Tiench 
Wangs that on their agreeing to submis- 
sion their lives would be.spared. 

With’ this understanding Gordon en- 
tered. Soochow some days later alone, to 
fing the city in a state of tumult and con 
fusion, The Imperialist. troops were 
ruthlessly ‘sacking the dwellings, and the 
wives. and children of the rebels were 
hurrying for protection to the palaces of 
the Wangs, or to wheresoever they could 
find shelter from the general riot! and 
the looting parties. Gordon, who was 
on horseback, assisted in Protecting. dome 
of the rebel women folk, but in his at- 
tempt to-squire them to a refage he was 
taken prisoner, I+ is characteristic of 
him that in not one of his letters does 
he mention the imminent peril in which 
he jhad thus been placed: He, was, of 
course, fully cognisang of the fact that 
something very serious must have hap- 
pened—that the Imperial leaders were 
not carryingout his policy-of-a peaceful 
entry into the city, But he had not the 
smallest inkling of the. truth that, in a 
creek hard by, the rebel kings, including 
his favourite Nar ‘Wang, for whose 
security his word was pleaged, lay dead 
upon the shore, their heads severed from 
their bodies. | Fortunately for him and 
for his country, no news of the treachery 
had yet reached the cars of his jailors ; 
for, had this been.so, he/would assuredly 
have been seized on the inatant and tor-

‘Ching turned very white and whispered 
to me that he was afraid—of what, he 
did not say; but before we—Ching, La’

E issued orders to ali the troops in the 
city to-make an attempt to capture those 
of -the attacking party, but the feeling 
against the Wangs was so strong that I 
think but little attempt was made to 
carry out my orders, That night I 
learned that all the members of the ban- 
queting party remaining aboard were 
decapitated and their bodies thrown into 
the river.

THE PACE OF CONSTRUCTION. 


—_ 

The delay in British warship building 
by contract, which forced from the First 
Lord of. the Admiralty in the House ‘of 
Commons on November 4th an expression 
of his dissatisfaction; cannot but give rise 
to some anxiety. The circumstances seom 
to indicate that we may be trusting too 
‘auch to a belief in the ability of our 
shipbuilders to turn out vessels quicker 
than can our rivals.. The delay in con- 
struction must tend, moreover, to’ alter 
the balance of completed ships at various 
specified dates, possibly to our disadvant- 
age. Myr. Churchill, when’ introducin 
the Navy Estimates on March 18th, sai 


that it was an ill service to the navy and |. 


to the State to build a single ship before 
her time, but he also pointed out that 
from the moment when the design of & 
ship had been finally fixed ahe had become 
a wasting security. Manifestly, thon, 
delays in completion may  givo 
opportunity to our competitors to put 
afloat vessela of later and better design.
